10  21,  he 
was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  A.  N.  A.  and  lias 
continued  in  that  office  until  this  year,  when  lie  was  honored  by  being  made 
President  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association. 

He  has  always  had  a hobby  for  collecting,  such  as  minerals,  Indian  relics, 
stamps,  birds  eggs,  etc.,  but  discontinued  everything  for  coins  some  20 
years  ago.
